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One of the most exhilarating things I hear in 
some R&B - Pop Music, is the combining of the 
aforementioned music with Jazz. It is sometimes 
referred to as “fusion” the reason I feel the joy I do 
is because it takes the music to another level. 

As a young man I was blessed to experience 
jazz at it’s best, with almost all of the “Giants” ei- 
ther coming to Newark’s Adams Theatre, The Key 
Club, Cadillac Club (later known as Sparky J’s) the 
Playbill, The Front Room and many other places. I 
could also go to New York to see them. 

Before I go any further I must mention, 
Frederick’s Lounge. It was there at a “Jam session” 
I had the unforgettable pleasure of sharing the 
bandstand with Sonny Stitt. He is one of the very 
best saxophonists that ever picked up a horn. 

Sonny gave me some “pointers” and told me 
the “do’s” and “don’ts” in the performing of jazz. 
Another outstanding “Giant” told me, when I was 
just starting out, the perils of playing in “Bars”. He 
said, “Little Joe,” if you start playing in these 
places, you'll never get out of them. He was then 
and is still now one of Newark’s “Pride and Joy”. 
His name the incomparable Mr. James Moody. 

I remember going to the Adams Theatre to see 
Moody when he came there with “Dizzy” Gillespie’s 
bid band. All of our “chests” were “out”!! He played 
a “riff” that went like this: “shoo pee dee-skew wee 
shah dah”!! Seems to me that a lot of other tenor 
players “picked-up” on that phrase and made good 
use of it, along with their own creative innova- 
tions, of course. 

One of the things about jazz musicians in the 
past that moved me most is that they never forgot 
their musical “roots”. Specifically, they would com- 
bine the blues, gospel and a “light” to “heavy” R&B 
ingredient. Some of the latter day jazz artists seem 
to engage in that which is more “technical”. But, 
back there it was a “propeller-driven” today it is 
“jet-propulsion”. I don’t have a real problem with 
some of the “projections” today as this is another 
day and jazz is being kept alive by these contem- 
porary ideas. I do believe however that in order to 
properly commemorate the founders of jazz we 
must not sever the ties that bind.
